WORLD  SUGAR  TRADE  INCREASES 
MOLASSES  EXPORTS  UP  IN  1973 

World  trade  (exports)  of  centrifugal  sugar  totaled  22.7 
million  metric  tons,  raw  value,  in  1973.  This  was  an  increase 
of  4.7  percent  over  the  1972  level  and  18.7  percent  above  the 
1965-69  average.  Increases  in  world  trade  over  the  past  dec- 
ade have  been  at  a  much  slower  rate  than  increases  in  produc- 
tion and  consumption. 

North  America  and  South  America  showed  substantial  in- 
creases in  sugar  trade  for  1973,  compared  with  1972  levels. 
Exports  from  Europe,  Africa,  Asia,  and  Oceania  did  not 
show  as  much  change.  Cuba  had  a  larger  increase  of  exports 
in  1973  than  any  other  country.  The  increases  reflected  a  sig- 
nificantly higher  level  of  production.  At  4.8  million  tons, 
however,  exports  were  still  below  the  1965-69  average  by 
about  200,000  tons.  Argentina  and  Brazil  account  for  the 
high  level  of  exports  in  South  America  in  1973  as  exports 
from  Guyana,  Peru,  and  Venezuela  were  down  markedly.  In 
Asia,  increases  by  the  Philippines  were  almost  offset  by  de- 
clines for  Thailand  and  Turkey. 

World  imports  of  sugar  amounted  to  21.7  million  metric 
tons,  up  by  3.7  percent  over  those  of  1972.  Imports  by  the 
USSR  accounted  for  700,000  tons  of  the  increase,  reflecting 
a  disappointing  production  year.  The  2.6  million  tons  im- 
ported by  the  USSR  compares  with  an  annual  average  of 
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1.942  million  during  the  1966-69  period.  Japan  reduced  its 
imports  in  1973  to  a  more  usual  level.  The  U.S.  accounts  for 
more  imports  (21.8  percent)  than  any  other  country.  While 
U.S.  imports  in  1973  were  about  the  same  as  those  of  1972, 
they  were  about  16  percent  above  the  1965-69  average. 

Large  sugar  exporting  countries  that  have  more  than  dou- 
bled their  exports  since  1965-69  include  Brazil  and  France. 
Sizable  gains  also  have  also  been  made  by  Australia  and  the 
Phillippines,  as  well  as  the  Dominican  Republic.  Japan  and 
the  United  States  now  have  reached  considerably  higher 
levels  of  imports,  compared  with  the  1965-69  average.  The 
high  level  of  1973  imports  into  the  USSR  is  likely  to  decline. 

World  trade  in  molasses  showed  few  significant  changes 
for  1973,  compared  with  that  of  1972.  Imports  by  major 
specified  countries  were  at  the  1972  level  of  5.2  million  met- 
ric tons.  The  United  States  increased  its  imports,  and  re- 
mained by  far  the  largest  importer  of  molasses  in  the  world, 
accounting  for  45  percent  of  the  total  5.2  million  tons  im- 
ported. Japan  was  the  second  largest  importer,  although  its 
1973  level  was  12.5  percent  below  that  of  1972.  The  Nether- 
lands and  the  United  Kingdom  rank  third  and  fourth  in  total 
imports.  A  sizable  drop  occurred  in  imports  by  West  Ger- 
many, as  feed  supplies  were  available  from  other  sources. 
Exports  of  molasses  from  specified  countries  changed  little 
during  1972-1973.  France  and  Thailand  reported  substantial 
gains.  In  1973  Mexico  and  the  Philippines  ranked  first  and 
second  in  exports,  as  they  had  in  1972.
